Bill Introduced by Sepatoir Colloni 
to E2*tabllah Derean of Crlm^ 

Inul Identlflcatlon, 

If a bill inti^iduced by Senator Cul- 
lom becomes a law the department oi 
justice will be supplied with a national 
"rogues’ gallery,” It provides for the 
establishment of a bureau of criminal 
identification in connection with the 
department presided over by Attorney 
General. Griggs. In this bureau will be 
filed for record and report plates, pho¬ 
tographs, outline pictures, descrip¬ 
tions and measurements of all persons 
convicted of violating‘any military, 
naval Or civil law of the United States 
or the several states. Tliese ,,photo¬ 
graphs and descripfions will be kept in 
a systematic manner'for ready consul¬ 
tation and comparison,- and any infor¬ 
mation pertaining to them shall be fur¬ 
nished on request of any United States, 
state or municipal officer authorized 
as competent to receive them, who 
shall certify that the information is 
wanted, in the interest of justice and 
•not for private or personal use. 

The attorney general is authorized 
to appoint a superintendent of the bu¬ 
reau of criminal information. That 
officer must be experienced in criminol¬ 
ogy, practical photography, have a 
general knowledge of professional 
criminals and be an expert in the sev¬ 
eral kinds of criminal measurements 
now ip use.

William R. Merriam, superintendent 
of the twelfth-census, has thrown a 
lyddite shell into congress. He has., 
written a letter to each senator and" 
representative advising them that aft¬ 
er June I next. l.SOO women employes 
will be needed by Superintendent Hunt, 
of the population division, to operate 
tabulating machines. It is explained 
that during the-last census it was dem¬ 
onstrated that women were far supe¬ 
rior to men on this class of work. It 
is requested in consequence that no 
men be named for these positions. Each 
republican member of congress is re¬ 
quested to select six and each demo¬ 
cratic member three women to fill 
these places. Gov. Merriam’s letters 
have created great consternation. Con¬ 
gressmen protest that women cannot 
vote and these positions must be dis¬ 
pensed without any political advan¬ 
tage. In addition, a lajge number of 
promises have been made to men. and 
these cannot now be fulfilled. Much

How to Moke Cottage Cheese, 

To make cottage cheese place one 
quart of sour milk In a pan on the 
back of the stove and scald it until the 
curd has separated from the whey. 

Strain it through a 
cloth and press out all the whey; stir 
into the curd enough butter, cream and 
salt to make it a little moist. Work it 
well with a spoon until it becomes fine 
grained; then mold it into balls. The 
flavor ls improved by adding chopped 
chives. 

How to Mnlce French Charlotte. 

Take nine delicate apples and core 
and slice them without peeling. Put 
them in a saucepan with the grated 
peel of half a lemon, two tablespoon¬ 
fuls of butter, half a cupful of sugar 
and the juice of a lemon with a teacup¬ 
ful of water. Cook the apples till soft 
and rub through a sieve. Butter a 
three pint mold or tin pail. Cut slices 
of homemade bread about tbe thick¬ 
ness of a silver dollar and trim off the 
crust. Fit tliese slices into the mold, 
allowing their edges to overlap a little, 
and brush them over with melted but¬ 
ter. Dredge them with sugar and fill 
the mold with the strained apple. Cov¬ 
er with thin slices of bread and bake 
for three-quarters of an hour in a hot 
oven. Turd out on a hot platter, lay¬ 
ing the platter on the mold and then 
reversing it. Cream may be served 
with it, whipped or plain, or apricot or 
quince marmalade.

Work as Yet Is In the Experimental 

Stage—Good Soft Roads the Present 

Aim—Taxes Should Be Paid Id Cash. 
1 Loss Caused by Mud, 

There is a great stir in Illinois upon 
the subject of good roads. The great 
enthusiasm created' by a series of coun¬ 
ty and district conventions held during 
the fall in different parts of the state 
culminated in a state convention' held 
recently at Springfield in connection 
with the state fair. ' 

“If we can evolve a method by which 
we can give every farmer a good read 
to his farm and market and school- 
house, we will have taken one worthy 
step in the great closing era of the 
nineteenth century.” 

Such were the words of Professor 
Hunnicut on behalf of Governor At¬ 
kinson of Georgia in his- address of 
welcome to the national road parlia¬ 
ment at Atlanta in October, 1895. Pro¬ 
fessor Hunnicut made another strong 
point when he said, “The annual loss 
that comes to farmers by reason of bad 
roads is beyond computation.” 

General Roy Stone, director of the 
office of road inquiry, department of 
agriculture, said the other day that 
more activity Is now being displayed 
in road improvement than has been 
shown for years. 

At the present time no state seems 
to be tackling the good roads proposi¬ 
tion with more vigor and earnestness 
than Illinois. During the last summer

. ON ENGLISH ROAD. 

Miss Rella C. Harber, secretary of the 
State and Interstate Good Roads and 
Public Improvement association, trav¬ 
eled extensively through Illinois. 

. The State and Interstate Good Roads 
association, represented by Miss Har¬ 
ber, embraces 22 or more states and is 
the outgrowth of a state convention 
held in Missouri in 1897. 

In her travels and missionary work 
to promote the sentiment for, good 
roads in Illinois Miss Harber claims to 
have been very successful in enlisting 
the co-operation of commercial bodies 
in different towns. Among farmers, 
however, she had some difficulty In ex¬ 
plaining thatlthe association she repre¬ 
sented was forking not for hard roads, 
but for goad roads. The average farm¬ 
er, she found,i,easily became frightened 
at the propositi for hard roads, for that 
makes them think of macadam, which 
would mean Increased taxation. 

In a recen? address Miss Harber 
said: “Our s$e alfn at present is to 
make good soft roads, which In years 
to coine willjfurnish foundations for 
good hard roads. As an association we 
regard our wdrk as experimental and 
educational, ’JVe aim to have at each 
of our conventions manufacturers and 
machines for] constructing sample 
pieces of road.jthat farmers may see In 
a practical ■ demonstration how a road 
should be built to be of value to the 
community. The object lessons show 
how a road should he built so that wa¬ 
ter will drain off, how culverts should 
be constructed |and arranged in order 
properly to fulfill their mission and 
how really inexpensive It is to make 
good roads whin the work Is done In¬ 
telligently and systematically. 

“We do not intend to Increase taxa¬ 
tion one penny,'] for we know that the 
$4,000,000 annchlly expended by Illi¬ 
nois Is sufficient to build good roads 
throughout the State, But we do ask 
that the farmers will let the state do 
the work according to an approved sys¬ 
tem and not work out their poll tax by 
pretending to bjalld good roads, not 
that they do notinean to do their best, 
so far as they know Or have the abil¬ 
ity, but they have not the facilities and 
cannot do the Work as It should be 
done. We know that Under the proper 
System a good rural road can be made 
for less money than It now costs. We 
want, if possible, to see the poll tax re¬ 
duced to $1, but want the farmer to 
pay that dollar Into the state treasury, 
instead of working It out, as is now 
the case, and we expect to convince 
him that it will be td his advantage to 
do It.” 

Professor W. C. Latta of Purdue 
university, Indiana, has pointed out 
that permanently good roads would 
prove financially beneficial to farmers 
In these Ways. They Would economize 
time and force In transportation be¬ 
tween farm and market, enable farm¬ 
ers to take advantage of market fluc¬ 
tuations ih buying and selling, permit 
transportation of farm products and 
purchased I commodities during times 
of comparative leisure, reduce wear 
and tear On horses, harness and ve¬ 
hicles and enhance the market value of 
real estate.! 

It is certain that as long as rural 
roads remain ns cney are rural free 
mall delivery will often be a physical 
Impossibility, General Stone states 
that one oi the latest electrical car¬ 
riages, or at lomobiles, for two persons 
weighs only a little over a ton, includ¬ 
ing passengc rg and battery.

The Automobile Ad,l„ New Force to 
tll e Campaign ot Education. 

Something of cheer Is to be found in 
the renewed agitation for good roads. 
now going on in the east. The new im- ( 
pulse comes from tlie Increasing use of* J 
the automobile, says,the San Francisco 
Call. Just as the bicyclists have been 
strenuous advocates of improved’ high¬ 
ways, so that wheeling might be more 
safely and more swiftly done, the rich, 
who can afford automobiles, are in their 
turn demanding better roads, and thus 
a new and important factor Is added 
to the, side of progress. 

It is pointed out that, while the, 
reneb are by no means more enter¬ 
prising than other people, they are, by 
reason of their good roads, leading the 
world in the use of automobiles. Ac¬ 
cording to a recent report on the sub¬ 
ject, there are at present something 
more than 7,000 registered owners of 
automobiles In Europe, and of these 
about 5,GOO live In France. It is noted, 
moreover, that the use- of the new ve¬ 
hicle is not confined to the splendid 
streets of Paris, fori of the total num¬ 
ber of the machines operated In that 
country less than 2,000 are in the cap¬ 
ital. 

In 'the United States there is a con¬ 
siderable class ot persons ready to 
adopt the automobile as soon as proper 
roads are provided. It was quite the 
rage to have automobile carriages at 
Newport last season, and it Is said that 
40 which were there to be let as livery 
carriages were far short of the de¬ 
mand. The Increase in their use has _ 
been very marked in all of our large GOOD ROADS SAVE MONEY. 

To Oppose Them Is Contrary to the 
Best Interests of the Country. 

Discussing the farmer’s Interest in 
good roads and the great expense 
which mud annually costs the nation, 
the St. Paul Pioneer Press says in a 
recent editorial: 

This matter of good permanent roads 
is simply a business proposition Year 
after year the county has been spend¬ 
ing from $10,000 to $20,000 in repairing 
roads, with no permanent results. 
Every year, or at best within two or 
three years, the work has to be done 
over again. Every spring and at every 
long spell of wet weather there are 
stretches of mudholes and ruts that 
compel a detour more or less exten 
sive. At such times a heavy load Is 
out of the question. Traffic between 
town and country is either suspended 
or reduced to a minimum. The losses 
at these times to farmers and to mer¬ 
chants are not inconsiderable, and It is 
such losses that can be avoided by the 
construction of permanent roads that 
pay for themselves in a few years In 
the saving In the cost of repairs If 
properly built and properly cared for. 

Nor is this the only saving. As the 
result of an inquiry made in 1SD5 by 
the United States department of agri¬ 
culture replies were received from over 
1,200 counties, giving the cost of haul¬ 
ing crops in various parts of the United 
States. The average load hauled was 
found to be 2,002 pounds, the avernge 
length of haul 12,1 miles, the average 
cost of hauling a ton of crops to mar¬ 
ket $3.02, while the average cost of 
hauling a ton for a distance of one 
mile was 25 cents. At the same time 
the average cost of hauling a ton a 
mile on the roads of England, France,

cities, and It Is a safe assumption the 
use would be as general in this country 
as In France it the roads were as well 
fitted for their use. 

The activity of the automobile men 
has brought up the whole subject of 
good roads, and once more the cam 
palgn of education on the issue is be¬ 
ing carried on with all the vigor that 
marked It a few years ago. Maurice 
E. Eldridge of the department of agrl 
culture has been for some time past 
collecting data of the cost of hauling 
farm produce over American roads, 
and, according to a receut report the 
conclusion he draws from information 
given by farmers and teamsters Is that 
the average cost In this country for 
hauling one ton a distance of one mile 
is 25 cents, while in Frauce the aver¬ 
age cost is said to be less than 7 cents. 

It Is estimated that about $30,000,000 
is expended annually In this country In 
patching up and repairing tad roads. 
Nearly the whole of that cost falls up¬ 
on the farmers, and there la added to 
It the heavier expense entailed In haul¬ 
ing produce over the roads. It would 
be worth while for farmers’ Institutes 
and similar bodies to gather statistics 
of the cost of hauling and repairing 
roads In the various localities In which 
they reside. In that way our farmers 
would learn for themselves what bad 
roads are costing them and perceive 
the folly of continuing the makeshift 
system. 

CONVICT ROAD BUILDING. 

South Carolina Finds It Effective 
and Profitable. 

Effective use of convict labor In road¬ 
making is reported from Columbia, S. 
C„ where an average of SO prisoners 
have been employed In this work for 
the past two years. Last year 31 miles 
of road radiating from the city were 
remade, graded, ditched, laid with 
sand on clay or clay on sand and con¬ 
verted Into smooth and satisfactory 
highways, capable with timely and 
systematic care of Indefinite mainte¬ 
nance In good condition. During the 
preceding year fully ten miles had been 
remade, so that now there are over 40 
miles of these permanent roads lead¬ 
ing OH of Columbia, 

With the levy asked for the mileage 
can be doubled this year, - the work on 
each road being taken up at its pres¬ 
ent terminus, from five to seven miles 
from the city, and carried an iequal 
distance beyond. By following this 
plan every main road in the county 
can be made In from three to four 
years more. "Columbia Is now far 
more accessible by highway than it has 
ever been,” comments The State of 
that city, “a fact daily evidenced by 
the number of wagons and carts com¬ 
ing to and going from the city, the 
traffic On certain roads at certain hours 
assuming processional proportions,”— 
New York Post,

Good roads are of more than senti¬ 
mental benefit to acommunlty, Tliecost 
of hahllpg is reduced by every better¬ 
ment of the highway. A level, hard, 
dry road allows the farmer to haul a 
heavier load at the same cost and 
thereby prevents waste. That saving 
Inures Indirectly but Certainly to the 
merchants with whom the farmer 
deals, When travel is easy, inexpensive 
and agreeable, the farmer will come 
to town oftener, and he will seek the 
market that’Is easiest to reach, other 
things being equal.— St Paul Dispatch. 


, DIRT ROAD IN DECEMBER. 

I Germany, Belgium, Italy and Switzer- 
| land was found to be only 8,0 cents, or 
j about one-tblrd of the cost on the dirt 
roads of the United States. 

In the face of these facts to stand in 
the way of macadam roads is to run 
counter to the Interests of the farmers 
and of the city, both of which profit 
by ease of communication, and the first 
cost will be much less If the work is 
let Id large contracts than if It is let 
piecemeal. The proposed plan for road 
Improvement In this country contem¬ 
plates the maeadamlzation of some 20 
or 30 miles of the main thoroughfares, 
the crossroads to be laid With gravel 
and clay well rolled. 

With material close at hand Such 
roads can be built for about $500 a 
mile, hut in many cases where no grav¬ 
el Is at hand the cost might run to two 
or three times that sum. The building 
of such roads is just as mucb of an art 
and requires just as mucb care In the 
preparation of the specifications as 
macadam and even more attention to 
maintenance. No one would seriously 
advocate the completion of this exten¬ 
sive programme in any one year or 
even the raising of $80,000 or $100,000 
by taxation for the building of the 
macadam sections, but It would bo 
cheaper In the end, In all likelihood, to 
borrow the necessary sum of the state 
at 4 per cent, creating a sinking fund 
for the retirement of the bonds when 
due. The saving In repairs when the 
dirt road is superseded by the macad¬ 
am and scientifically built gravel road 
would not only pay all interest, but 
would leave a margin for sinking fund 
purposes. The prosecution of the pro¬ 
gramme, not its abandonment, Is the 
way to save the county’s money, to say 
nothing of that of the farmers’.
